open schools on time 


By GREER FAY CASHMAN 
and LEA LEV AVI 
Jerusalem Post Reporters 
Some progress may have been 
made in die teacher negotiations yes- 
terday, but it was still not certain if 
the country’s elementary schools will 
open Sunday on schedule. Private 
kindergartens will be open, howev- 
er, the. kindergarten association 
, leaders aimounced yesterday. Their 
strike threat has not been averted, 
however, only postponed. 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon met close to midnight last 
ni gh t with. Prime Minister Peres to 
4>rief trim on the meeting e artier in 
the day between- ministry director- 
general Efaezer Shmueh and Histad- 
rut Teachers Union Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Welber. 

Shmueli emerged from the meet- 
ing somewhat more optimistic than 
he bad been when it had started that 
there will be no disnzptioas on the 
opening day of tbe school year. The 
plain bone of contention, he said, 
was over the number of dismissed 
teachers to-be reinstated. 

Limiting the. dispute to a few 
points of contention will possibly 
make it easier to resolve, it is be-' 
lieved. 

Navon, however, said last night on 
TV’s ‘MMfcd interview programme 
that his ministry was making prepa- 
rations for tire possibility that the 
schools would not open on Sunday, 
and that the Youth Division of the 
ministry and Educational Television 
were making contingency plans for 
alternative pupflactivities. 

Welber remained insistent that 
- j the taore tban a thousand tenured 
teachers who had been fired be 
brought back to work. He said that 
the teachers uniorf was willing to 
make concessions which would save 
the ministry more than $30 million, 
j yJndfng postponement of pay in- 
crements and extra hours to which 
they are entitled under the Etzioni 
r ecommendations. 

Welber declared that the onion 
will fight any attempt to enact leg-" 
islafion winch win deprive teachers 
nf their Etzioni entitlements. 

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association . is not threatening to 
disrupt the opening of the sdbool 
year. 

* The bmfexgarten teachers de- 
cided yesterday to start working on 
Sunday, despite their unsolved dis- 
pute with the Finance Ministry over 
their demand to raise tuition, for the 


benefit of the parents and children. 
It is also meant as a gesture toward 
the Education Ministry, which 
agrees that tbe private kindergartens 
are entitled to charge 15 per cent 
more this year as compensation for 
price rises in the economy at tbe 
beginning of July. 

Tuition cannot be raised in prac- 
tice, however, until the finance 
minister, signs an order to effect, 

which he refuses to do. Unless the 
dispute is solved soon, the private 
kindergartens will go on strike. on 
Wednesday, September 18th. 

Meanwhile, tbe threat by the 
women’s organizations not to open 
their day care centres on Sunday still 
stands. The women’s organizations 
want either a 12 per cent tuition hike 
or a government subsidy to compen- 
sate them’ for the price rises at the 
outset of tbe new economic prog- 
ramme in July. Last year, they bad to 
invest about $1 .5 million to keep the 
centres afloat because of tuition 
freezes during the package deal and 
they say that as voluntary organiza- 
tions, they c ann ot continue to bear 
t his burden. 

Tuesday night’s clash between 
Navon and Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i when they met in Peres' 
office was carried over into yester- 
day morning on Israel Radio. 

Moda’i refuses to provide more 
money to reinstate fired teachers 
Unless other cuts in the education 
budget are made: 

Referring to Navon’s siding with 
the Teachers Union in its negotia- 
tions with the Treasury, Moda’i said 
on the radio that it was not the first 
time that Navon, “who comes from a 
Histadrut background” had gone 
against government decisions. 

Charging Navon with the dissemi- 
nation of misinformation, Moda'i 
said that there was a limit to how 
long Navon could be permitted to 
indulge in such actions. He said that 
there was only one . basic question - 
and that was whether tbe education 
minister could run his office on the 
budget approved by the Knesset. 
The adjusted - budget is currently 
$920 million. 

Navon would not be provoked 
into losing his temper, but Educa- 
tion Ministry officials said that Mod- 
a'i was deliberately dragging but the 
issue with the teachers, and was 
usin g the fact that Navon and Wel- 
ber belong to the same party as 
ammuni tion in what they declared to 
be an unfair fight. 


Herzog rejects Bar-Lev move 
to pardon 1500 prisoners

President Herzog yesterday re- 
jected Police Minister Haim Bar- 
Lev’s proposal to pardon 400 prison- 
ers before Rosh Hashana and over 
1,000 more during tbe course of the 
coming year, while Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissan told Israel Radio that 
he intended to introduce a bill 
broadening the framework of pris- 
oners 1 serving their sentences out- 
' side prison walls. 

Hqzog*who met with Nissim ear- 
ly yesterday morning, and who 
spoke With Bar-Lev for tbe second 
tune in two days, said he had full 
appreciation for the motivation be- 
hind tbepolipe minister's proposal - 
the need to reduce prison over- 
crowding. 

The president noted, however, 
that after studying the matter, he 
believed that pardons may be 
granted by the president only on an 
individual basis and resulting from 
considerations of mercy in particular 


circumstances. 

~~A. mass amnesty, he said, can be 
granted only by the Knesset. 

Herzog was reportedly upset by 
the premature leaking of Bar-Lev’s 
proposal to Kol Yisrael on Tuesday 
morning, and of tbe resulting hub- 
bub. Some of those mentioned for 
the pardon were members of the 
Jewish terror underground who had 
short sentences to serve. 

Meanwhile, Nissim told Army 
Radio reporters that he agreed 
something needed to be done about 
the overcrowding in Israeli jails. 
However, he said, the way to solve 
the problem is not by mass pardons. 

Instead, he plans to introduce a 
bill at the beginning of the next 
Knesset session, which, if passed, 
will mean that 200 lawbreakers, 
sentenced to six-month prison terms 
or less, will serve thdr sentences 
outride of prisons. They would work 
on public projects during the day, 
and be allowed to go to their homes 
after working hours.

S. African police stop 
marches for Mandela 


CAPE TOWN. - At least six people 
were kille d yesterday when South 
African police clashed with rioters 
and demonstrators trying to march 
on the jail where black nationalist 
leader Nelson Mandela is held, 
police and medical spokesmen said. 

A police spokesman said five men 
were shot dead and a clini c official at 
Crossroads shantytown said 
another man died there. Dozens of 
people were injured. 

About 50 people received treat- 
ment for injuries caused mainly by 
police shotguns, the clinic said. 

Cape Town police said 29 people 
were detained. 

Witnesses said those arrested in 
tbe Cape Town unrest included lead- 
ing churchmen, university lecturers 
and students. 

The demonstrators defying apar- 
theid massed at three assembly 
points and demanded Mandela’s re- 
lease. 

One of the processions ‘fiad been 
planned, but tire other two began 
without warning in the largest show 
of multi-racial o pposition to apart- 
heid since persistent black rioting 
began about a year ago. More than 


620 people have been killed in the 
disorders. 

Witnesses said several people 
were injured in pitched battles be- 
tween protesters burling petrol 
bombs and massive contingents of 
troops and police in full riot gear. 

Police with whips and truncheons 
broke up a march on Pollsmoor 
Prison, where Mandela is held, from 
a “coloured,” or mixed-race, sub- 
urb. 

Police sealed off the sports sta- 
dium in the suburb where demon- 
strators were to gather for the march 
hours before the first march was to 
startat 10 a.m. 

At 9.50 a.m., a senior police offic- 
er ordered a crowd of some 300 
persons behind a police barricade 
outride the stadium to disperse in 
five minutes. 

As clergymen tried to negotiate 
with police for more time, dozens of 
riot police charged into the remain- 
ing 200 protesters. 

The protesters had intended to 
deliver “a message from the people" 
to Mandela, jailed for life in 1964 for 
sabotage and attempted revolution.

Kohl fires intelligence chief 
as espionage scandal spreads 

BONN (AP). - The head of West 
Germany's chief intelligence agency 
was fired yesterday in the growing 
spy scandal, as four more alleged 
East German spies were arrested 
elsewhere in Europe. 

In an interview broadcast by West 
German television, Heribert Hellen- 
broich acknowledged that be had 
been dismissed as espionage chief. 

An official announcement was not 
expected until today. 

Government sources said that* 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl decided to 
sack Hdlenbroich over the defection 
of Hans-Joachim Hedge, a high- 
ranking counter-espionage official 
who fled to East Germany. 

‘[The decision has been taken. As 
a civil servant, I have to accept it,” 

Hellenbroich, 48, said in the inter- 
view. 

But Hellenbroich insisted he bad 
legitimate reasons for his handling of 
tbe Hedge case. 

“Unfortunately, I cannot disclose 
tiie reasons that determined my ac- 
tions," Hellenbroich said. “This is 
for me a very bitter, painful experi- 
ence." 

_ Several of Hedge’s colleagues had 
recommended the counter-spy be 
fired, arguing he was a security risk 
due to his heavy drinking and 
mounting debts. According to tbe 


government sources, Hellenbroich 
reportedly overruled the recom- 
mendations. 

West German television broad- 
cast a brief biography of his reported 
successor as espionage chief. “This is 
the new head of the intelligence 
agency." the television said of Hans- 
Georg Wieck, now the West Ger- 
man ambassador to Nato. 

British and Swiss authorities, 
meanwhile, announced the arrest of 
suspected East German spies in their 
countries. West German sources 
said they were convinced that the 
arrests in Switzerland were related 
to Bonn’s spy affair. 

In Bern, the State Prosecutor’s 
Office said it had arrested a German 
couple who lived in Lucerne, and 
added that the pair was suspected of 
having been long-term undercover 
agents for Communist East Ger- 
many. 

In London, Scotland Yard said 
another East German couple was 
charged with espionage. 

The couple, identified as 
Reinbard Schulze, 32, and his wife, 
Sonja, 35, appeared in a London 
court and were ordered held without 
bail. Scotland Yard said they were 
charged under the Official Secrets 
Act with committing espionage.

TEL AVIV. - The scope of the 
su s pec t ed illegal financial activities 
within tiie United Kibbutz Move- 
meat is for wider than was originally 
befieued, police sources sad yester- 
day after insurance expert Nahum 
fa bf Kibbutz Ein Harod Me’uhad 
•as remanded into custody for seven 
days. 

Paz was arrested on Monday dur- 
ing a police investigation into allega- 
tions of fraud, embezzlement and 
breach of trust in the UKM’s finan- 
cial institutions. At his remand hear- 
ing in the Tel Aviv Magistrates 
Court yesterday, the police alleged 
that he had profited personally while 


reorganizing the UKM’s insurance 
system. 

Tbe arrest has dealt a severe blow 
to the already shaken kibbutz move- 
ment. Two internal investigations 
over the past few months have re- 
vealed that the UKM lost some $67 
million in grey-market dealings with 
financier David Blass. 

It was the report of the second 
inquiry, conducted by Knesset 
Member David Libai, that sparked 
the current police investigation. 
When he submitted his findings to 
the police last month, libai said that 
he had found irreconcilable contra- 
dictions in the testimony of Paz, 
Blass and Eliezer Inbal of Kibbutz 
Degania Aleph, the former head of 
the inter-lobmitz investment com- 
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pany, Mishkei Ha'ichud. 

Hie UKM has since ceased its 
grey-market dealings, the turnover 
of which reportedly amounted to 
hundreds of millions of dollars a 
year. UKM spokesman Shlomo 
Leshem said yesterday that the 
movement would not adopt an offi- 
cial position on the investigation and 
would cooperate with the police. 

Paz, 47, joined kibbutz Ein Harod 
Me’uhad some five years ago after 
marrying a kibbutz member. Three 
years ago, he was delegated to 
reorganize and manage the UKM’s 
insurance system, in view of the wide 
experience in insurance he gained 
prior to joining the kibbutz. 

According to the police, Paz trans- 
ferred the UKM’s insurance accounts 
from Hassneh to Shdema, accom- 
pany of which be was part owner. 
The transfer was used by Paz for his 
permnai advantage, and in carrying it 
ont he committed fraud and breach 
of trust, the police alleged. 

In conspiracy with other unnamed 
businessmen Paz established 
another insurance company Sho- 
haro, under the ownership of Shde- 
ma and United Insurance Company, 
with the intention of channelling to it 
all the UKM’s insurance premiums 
estimated at some $10 million a year. 
Paz received the commissions and 
management fees paid to Shdema, 


the police alleged. 

They further alleged that Paz had 
used his position in the UKM to 
arrange loans totalling millions of 
dollars from Mishkei Ha'ichud to 
Blass - for which he received com- 
missions totalling about $80,000. 
Similarly, the police said, he 
arranged loans for other grey- 
market operators, including indi- 
vidual kibbutzim, for which he re- 
ceived commissions via Margal, a 
company under his ownership. 

Finally, the police alleged that Paz 
conspired with his partners in Shde- 
ma to embezzle UKMtfunds and that 
he conspired with insurance com- 
panies abroad to smuggle foreign 
currency out of the country. 

PAZ had admitted ownership or 
part-ownership of the companies 
Shdema, Shoham, Beit Shean En- 
gines, Margal, Ravgal and intergai, 
the police said. 

Paz’s attorney told the court that 
his client denied all the allegations 
but was willing to be detained furth- 
er to speed up the investigation. 

Kibbutz Em Harod Me’uhad has 
undertaken to finance all Pa 2 ’s legal ( 
expenses, kibbutz secretary Michael 
Odem said yesterday. “We believe 
Nahum Paz is innocent as long as it 
has not been proved otherwise,” he 
said. 


Rabin after South Lebanon incursion: 

IDF hits Shi’ite villages 

to deter border attacks

The IDFs raid on three Shi’ite 
villages in southern Lebanon - 
the first since the IDF withdrew 
from Lebanon in June - came in 
retaliation for two Katyusha 
attacks over the weekend, 
according to military sources. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said On Kol Yisrael that 
yesterday’s raid was intended to 
make it dear to the Shi’ite Antal 
militia that Israel would not 
tolerate a renewed terrorist pre- 
sence in the area. 

The raid - which Lebanese offi- 
cials said induded seven Israeli 
tanks, 20 armoured personnel car- 
riers and helicopter gunships - was 
launched shortly after midnight and 
directed against three villages just 
north of the security zone: Kab- 
rikha, Chaqra and Madj el-Salim, all 
in the area of southern Lebanon 
under the control of the Ghanaian 
battalion attached to Unifil. 

According to reports, some 70 
villagers were held for questioning 
by the IDF, and military sources last 
night confirmed that eight were still 
being “questioned . ” They would not 
say whether the eight would be 
brought back to Israel or not. One 
man. according to UN spokesman 
Timor Goksel, was shot in the leg 
and evacuated by UN helicopter. 
There were no Israeli troops injured 

in the operation. 

Weapons seized during the course 
of the searches of the three villages 


included Katyushas, roadside 
charges ready for use, rocket- 
propelled grenades and bombs. The 
terrorist squad that killed two IDF 
soldiers in the security zone on Au- 
gust 5 set out from one of the three 
villages, military sources noted. 

In another development, a suicide 
car bomber crashed a sedan packed

The navy last Saturday intercepted 
a vessel carrying a Fatah unit on its 
way to the Lebanese port of Sidon, 
tbe IDF spokesman announced late 
last night. 

Tbe spokesman said that tbe unit, * 
captured by naval patrol craft on the 
night of 24-25 August, were on their 
way to carry out a terrorist attack in 
the Gafilee after crossing through 
Southern Lebanon. 

According to the spokesman, the 
group came from Algeria, where they 
had been trained for the mission for 
over a year. 

The spokesman said the IDF also 
arrested two western nationals who 
served on the crew of the vessel.

of Jezzine yesterday. 

Tbe Syrian-backed Arab Baath 
Socialist Party claimed responsibility 
for the suicide bombing, tbe sixth 


carried out by Syrian-linked terror- 
ists in Southern Lebanon in as many 
weeks. 

The Ba’ath Party claimed that 60 
Israeli intelligence agents and South 
Lebanese militiamen were killed or 
wounded in the explosion. But Galei 
Zahal said only one SLA man was 
killed and two wounded. Israel milit- 
ary sources said casualties were “no- 
thing nearly as high as 60.” _ 

In interviews yesterday on radio 
and television, Rabin said that “we 
wished to signal to the AmaJ forces 
that that we will not tolerate any 
expansion of their activity from the 
security zone into Israel. If Amal 
derides to expand their attacks, then 
. no one- will be able to conduct a 
normal life in southern Lebanon.” 

Rabin noted that the are&in which 
the three villages are located is a 
Shi’ite area, adjacent to the Shi’ite 
area in the security zone, patrolled 
by an SLA battalion made up entire- 
ly of Shi’hes. “They are not so 
cohesive, so there are more prob- 
lems there. The three other areas of 
the security zone - the Druse, 
Christian and tbe mixed zones - are 
bolding up well and can restrain 
terror attacks. 

O/C Northern Command Aluf 
(Maj. Gen.) Ori Ott. who personal- 
ly led yesterday's IDF raid, said 
yesterday that the feeling of security 
in the Galilee Panhandle settlements 
has not diminished since the IDF 
withdrawal from Lebanon.

Rabin: PLO presence in Amman growing

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said yesterday that the PLO head- 
quarters in Jordan have a greater 
influence on Arab terrorism in Israel 
than tbe former PLO headquarters 
used to exert from Beirut. 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, a 
senior IDF officer, whom Rabin 
brought along, said that more and 
more PLO men were entering Jor- 
dan, and even though there were no 
indications that King Hussein was 
giving them freedom of action, the 
day might well come 


when the king would no longer be 
able to control them. Rabin added 
that tbe physical proximity of the 
PLO leadership in Jordan made 
operational contact with Judea and 
Samaria much quicker and simpler. 

For the time being, however, the 
officer said, the Jordanian army was 
able to seal off the border and was 
capable of keeping a vigilant eye on *' 
PLO activities through its security 
networks. 

At the start of tbe session, Rabin 
reviewed security arrangements in 
Judea and Samaria, and the mea- 
sures required to stem what was 
undoubtedly a rising incidence of 


violence. He said that existing mea- 
sures were adequate and no new 
approach would be required. 

Rabin said that the military gov- 
ernment authorities were highly 
sensitive to tbe need to avoid collec- 
tive punishments. That sensitivity 
had been blunted, he said, as a result 
of recent terror attacks. 

Rabin said that in Jenin and in 
Tulkarm, the sites of two recent 
terror attacks, the military govern- 
ment had made a special effort to 
explain to residents that it was out to 
seek the perpetrators and not punish 
innocent townsfolk. He felt this mes- 
sage had been properly conveyed. 


State seeks staffer terms for 5 J ewish terrorists

The state yesterday appealed to the 
Supreme Court to stiffen what pro- 
secutors called the “excesively light” 
sentences handed down last month 
by the Jerusalem District Court to 
five members of the Jewish terror 
underground. No date has yet been 
scheduled for the start of the hear- 
ings. 

The five are Barak Nir, Haim 
Ben-David, Yitzhak Novick, Hagai 
Segal and Nathan Nathanson. They 
were sentenced on July 22, along 
with 10 other Jewish terrorists con- 
victed of plotting to blow up Moslem 
shrines on the Temple Mount and of 
participating in the attacks on tbe 
West Bank mayors, the murders at 
the Islamic University of Hebron, 
and the attempted sabotage of five 
Arab buses in Jerusalem. 

Three of the 15, including Nir’s 
older brother Shaul, were jailed for 
life for their part in the murders at 
the Islamic University. 

Justice Minister Mosbe Nissim 


issued a laconic statement after the 
appeal papers were filed in which he 
said that the decision to appeal was 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir's 
to make. Zamir has long been under 
fire from right-wing politicals, in- 
cluding Nissim’s colleagues in the 
Likud and yesterday’s appeal mo- 
tion is likely to spark renewed calls 
for his dismissal or for limiting his 
broad powers. 

Senior elements in the Likud said 
last night that the decision to appeal 
the sentences was “a scandal.” The 
Likud, sources said, was “very 
angry” at the derision, which they 
said would prolong the efforts to 
secure clemency for members of tbe 
underground. 

Likud sources said that the deri- 
sion to appeal the sentences was “a 
provocation against tbe overwhelm- 
ing majority of public opinion in 
Israel." 

A source in the State Attornery’s 
office told The Jerusalem Post that 
“the irony is that the 10 who plea- 
bargained (before tbe trial of the 15) 


were given much harsher sentences 
than the 15.” 

The same source said that while 
they were disappointed with many of 
the other sentences given by the 
district court in late July, they de- 
liberately chose to appeal “the light- 
est of the light” sentences. 

“Traditionally, the prosecution 
does not appeal for a stiff er sentence 
if the convict has already been sent- 
enced for a relatively long time, like 
seven years.” 

Yehuda Etzion, the No. 2 man in 
the underground, and considered 
the ideological leader of the group, 
was sent to jail for seven years for his 
role in the plot to blow up the 
Temple Mount mosque, and in the 
attacks on the West Bank mayors. 
No appeal was filed to increase - 
bis sentence. 

Medical reports on two other con- 
victed members of the underground 
- Samarian land-dealer Moshe Zar, 
who has already been released, and 
Hebron settleme nt i de olog ue

British explorers find 
mummies in Chile 

LONDON (AP). - British explorers 
and Chilean scientists have disco- 
vered 25 well-preserved mummies in 
Chile's Atacama Desert, the British 
News Agency Press Association re- 
ported Tuesday. 

Press Association quoted John 
Blashford-Snell, operations director 
of Operation Raleigh, as saying the 
1,500-year-old mummies were disco- 
vered at an Indian burial sate. The 
bodies were wrapped in llama-skin 
coats and placed in a fetal position 
facing a volcano considered sacred 
‘ “The dryness of the Atacama De- 
sert has preserved the bodies in a 
remarkably fine degree," Blashford- 
Snell said. 

Operation Raleigh, launched last 
year, is a four-year, around-tbe- 
world expedition in honour of 16th- 
century British exployer Sir Walter 
Raleigh. 

The Operation Raleigh explorers, 
ages 17 to 24 except for the leaders, 
were accompanied by scientists from 
a Chilean university. 

The explorers also dug up tools, 
weapons, textiles and baskets at the 
site. The mummies and other items 
are to be placed in a local museum, 
Blashford-Snell said. 

“We plan to mount another ex- 
pedition to the volcano area where 
there is reputedly the remains of an 
Indian temple," he said.

It read: “The walls of oppression 
are beginning to crumble. . . 

“When the recognized leaders are 
in jail, there can only be rebellion in 
the streets... We will not rest until 
you are free.” 

A second crowd of 2,000 people 
of all races began marching from a 
point near the suburb towards FoDs- 
moor later in the morning. City 
residents said another procession of 
about 1,000 students and lecturers 
marched "from the overwhelmingly 
white University of Cape Town to- 
ward the' official residence of Presi- 
dent P. W. Botha. It was not known 
if he or his family were there. 

Initial reports last night indicated 
that one of the latter two demonstra- 
tions was broken up violently by 
police and the other was dispersed 
peacefully. 

. The country was also braced 
•yesterday for the outcome of make- 
or-break talks between black mine- 
workers and gold mine owners on a 
possible strike next Sunday that 
could provoke fresh outbreaks of 
violence. 

Meanwhile, in one of its hardest 
strikes at anti-apartheid groups since 
rioting began last August, the gov- 
ernment announced the banning of 
the Congress of South African Stu- 
dents (COSAS), the nationwide 
alliance that has chapters in most 
every black high school in the couu- 
try and is the backbone of the multi- 
racial United Democratic Front 
(UDF). 

In a related development, Tues- 
day night South Africa stopped all 
foreign currency and stock exchange 
trading in a grave financial crisis 
amid reports of demands from fore- 
ign banks for debt repayments said 
to exceed the country's gold and 
foreign exchange reserves. 

President Botha said in a proc- 
lamation yesterday that until Mon- ' 
day all gold and foreign currency 
trading was barred and the Johan- 
nesburg Stock Exchange had to 
close. 

The bans followed a four-cent - 
plunge in the value of the rand 
Tuesday to 35.45 U.S. cents, a re- 
cord low. 

Pretoria also said yesterday the 
way was clear for three European 
foreign ministers to visit the country 
Friday to investigate the racial crisis.

Arab tourists to UK told 
to avoid Jewish stores

LONDON. - An Arab ambassador 
here has warned Arab tourists to 
Britain to avoid Jewish-owned 
shops, claiming that some of the 
owners were “on the lookout for 
Arabs” and could “fabricate accusa- 
tions of theft” against them. 

Shoplifting here has increased this 
summer despite heavier fines, and 
the number of prosecutions has also 
swelled. 

The British press has frequently 
reported cases of Arab tourists- part 
of a growing wave from the Arab 
countries - who have been caught 
shoplifting and fined up to £ 1 , 000 . 
Often the offenders are carrying 
large amounts of cash . 

Kuwaiti Ambassador Ghazi Rayss 
warned Arab tourists through a 
press release which ran in the Lon- 
don Arab newspaper ash-Sharq ai- 


Awsai on July 13 under the headline: 
“The Arab summer in .the 
UK.. .problems and thefts - interna- 
tional gangs specializing in cheating 
and pursuing Arab tourists.” 

A sub-heading added: “Arab 
embassies warn against dealing with 
suspicious Jewish shops.” In the arti- 
cle, Rayss referred to a warning by 
the head of the consular section at 
the Saudi Arabian Embassy, Saud 
Yihyah. On a number of previous 
occasions, Yihyah had advised 
Arabs against entering Jewish- 
owned shops - especially Marks and 
Spencer “since they invented in- 
numerable accusations against Arab 
tourists.” 

The Kuwaiti ambassador's com- 
ments may contravene the Race Re- 
lations Act, which bans racist incite- 
ment, but his diplomatic immunity 
protects him against prosecution. 


Kopel’s receiver plans to ask 
court to dissolve the firm

The receiver for the giant Kopel 
travel conglomerate plans to go to 
the courts next week to request the 
dissolution of the company. 

Kopel, which includes virtually 
every aspect of the travel trade, from 
travel agencies to hotels, went into 
receivership 10 days ago after it was 
revealed that the company, Israel’s 
largest, was unable to pay its credi- 
tors. Efforts by the receiver, attor- 
ney Pincbas Rubin, to find an inves- 
tor for the company failed after two 


of its largest creditors, El A1 and the 
Hotel Association, turned down the 
deal. 

Rubin yesterday told The Jeru- 
salem Parr that he intends to appear 
before the Tel Aviv District Court 
on Sunday with his plans to liquidate 
the company. He added that those 
who made it impossible to revive tbe 
flagging concern will only realize 
their mistake in the future. 

Meanwhile, the Tel Aviv Stock 
Market is investigating possible cri- 
minal withholding of information by 
officials of one Kopel subsidiary. 
Kopel Rent-a-Car. 


Beersheba schools will not 
open on time, warns mayor

BEERSHEBA. - Schools will not 
open here Sunday and other city 
services will gradually shut down 
next week according to a timetable 
drafted by top city officials and 
approved by the central education 
committee of parents. Mayor Eliahu 
Navi announced last night. * 

The reason for the threatened 
shutdown is foe municipality’s IS20 
billion debt. Most of the debt is owed 
to banks and suppliers, including the 
Mekorot water company and the 
Israel Electric Corporation. 

Earlier in the week. Navi 
announced there is no money to pay 
foe city’s 2,400 employees their Au- 


gust salaries. 

The shutdown timetable calls for 
the entire school system, from kin- 
dergarten to high school , not to open 
Sunday and for City Hall to beclosed 
to foe public from 1 1 a.m. that day. 

From Monday, there will be no 
street Ugh ting and from Tuesday 
garbage will not be collected, and 
sewers anil not be repaired. 

There mil be a general strike 
Wednesday, encompassing aU city 
employees, including transportation 
workers. The Beduin market will not 
open Thursday. 

“Factories may join the strike and 
there will probably be water stop- 
pages during the week,” a city 
spokesman said.

Underlying the appeal is the idea 
that more serious crimes should re- 
sult in longer sentences, and foe 
need to hand down sentences that 
are in keeping with past sentences 
for similar crimes. 

Two sentences should be men- 
tioned in this regard - those given to 
Gil ad Peli and Uri Maeir. 

PeU was the first to plea bargain 
and foe first to plead guilty to be- 
longing to a terrorist organization. 
He received 10 years and is now 
appealing for a lighter sentence. But 
Haim Ben-David, who committed 
more serious crimes, only got 42 
months in jail, not counting foe year 
he was behind bars awaiting trial. . 

A reading of the appeal sent 
yesterday afternoon to the Supreme 
Court secretariat, shows that foe 
differences of opinion on the three- 
member District Court that judged 
the 15 members of foe group pro- 
vided some of the legal arguments 
for the prosecution. 

Judges Ya'acov Bazak, Shmuel 
Fmkelstein and Zvi Cohen split two 
ways on the Ben-David sentencing, 
with court president Bazak handing 
down the more lepient sentence, as 
he did in eyery case he tried involv- 
ing the underground.

But while foe elder Nir, Livni and 
Sharabaf all participated in the 
actual shooting, foe younger Nir, 
whom the court described as “know- 
ing all the details of the attack plan, 
which he helped formulate” was 
only convicted of attempted man- 
slaughter. 

He also participated in the 
attempt to sabotage- the five Arab 
buses, the discovery of which by 
security forces in April 1984, led to 
the arrests of the underground.

Many face rise 
in health fund 
fees on Sunday

TEL AVIV. - Many people will pay 
higher fees to Kupat HoJim Gatit 
from September 1 following the 
addition of a fourth bracket to the 
Histadrut membership dues table. 

The ceilings for the original three 
brackets will be raised, as well, the 
labour federation's budget commit- 
tee decided yesterday. 

The new system is expected to net 
foe Histadrut an extra $20 million by 
March next year, which will go to- 
wards covering Kupat Holim Qalit’s 
budget deficit. 

The ceiling of the first bracket will 
be raised from a monthly net wage of 
IS365,000 to IS400.000; the second 
from IS770.000 to IS900.000; foe 
third from ISl.200,000 to 
181,400,000, and the new fourth 
bracket will reach IS2,000,000, 
which is also the National Insurance 
ceiling. 

Budget department manager 
Arthur Yisraelowich stressed fast 
night that the rates in each bracket 
had not been increased. The rates 
are 3.9 per cent for a single in the 
first bracket (4.9 per cent for a 
married bread-earner); 2.7 per cent 
in the second bracket; 1.7 per cent in 
the third bracket and 1 per cent in 
foe fourth bracket. 

The portion dfHfcfadrat dues' that 
is allocated to'Vfinanctng Kupat 
Holim is expected to reach 70 per 
cent this year, compared to 60.6 per 
cent in 1978. 

A further $35 million is expected 
to be raised by increasing the rate of 
employers' participation by. 0.5 per 
cent, while the government has 
agreed to increase its subsidy by $26 
million.

A Libi representative explained 
that tbe Cameri “was chosen for the 
celebrations because it is well-suited 
to filming. 

Zlppora Brun, head of a roof 
organization for the disabled, has, 
waived her objections to a live 
broadcast because of Libi’s work on 
behalf of the handicapped. 


Wounded man slain in 
Khan Yunis hospital 


KHAN YUNIS (Itim). - A man 
recovering in the hospital here after 
a fight between dans was stabbed to 
death yesterday when dozens of 
members of one of the clans broke 
past police guards. 

On Tuesday a melee erupted be- 
tween members of the two clans in 
connection with an old, unsettled 
feud. More than 60 people took part 
in the fight in which a 40-year-old 
man was killed and six others in- 
jured. 

The injured were hospitalized, 
and two policemen were assigned to 
guard them around foe dock. 


CGS Levy meets Beduin 
who saved raped soldier

Accompanied by Aluf Moshe Bar- 
Kochva, O C Southern Command, 
and Aluf Amos Yaron, head of the 
IDF manpower branch. Levy 
praised the cooperation between tbe 
Beduin- and the army and he said he 
felt confident that it would continue. 

While at the festivities. Levy 
asked to meet the two young Beduin 
of the Azazma tribe who had helped 


the woman soldier. They had found 
her in the sand, covered her body in 
a blanket, given her water to drink, 
and called the police. 

Kuseifa is one of the two Negev 
townships built some 30 kilometres 
southeast of Beesheba two years ago 
to house the Beduin evacuated from 
Tel Malhata to make way for foe 
Nevatim air force base. 

Itim adds from Afula: 

Afula Mayor Ovadia Eli yesterday 
presented a citation to Hamad 
Sabiah, a Beduin scout for his part in 
foe search for the two murdered 
school teachers whose bodies were 
discovered on Monnt Gil boa in July.

Six men brought to court 
in rape, sexual abuse cases 

Cases of rape, indecent acts and 
other forms of sexual abuse have 
reached the courts and foe police in 
the last few days from all over the 
country.

Judge Aharon Freund .noted, 
however, that in her first complaint 
to foe police, foe woman did not 
mention the alleged rape, and that 
her accusations of rape, made in a 
later complaint, should therefore be 
taken advisedly. 

A 20-year-old soldier was charged 
on Tuesday in the Haifa District 
Court with attacking a woman on 
August 19 ang committing an inde- 
cent act. Mordechai Dadoo, of 
Kiryat Haim, allegedly committed 
the crime while he was on leave from 
the army and working as a security 
guard in a plant on Haifa Bay. 

Rafael Zikri, 28, of Acre, was 
charged in foe Haifa court foe same 
day with forcing his ex-wife to en- 
gage in prostitution and repeatedly 
beating and threatening her when 
she sought to stop. 

In the Tel Aviv District Court, 

Michel Peretz, 25, was charged on 


Tuesday with having had sexual rela- 
tions with a 15-year-old pupil at the 
Netanya boarding ..school where he 
works. 

A 58-year-old man from Kiryat 
Gat was sent on Tuesday by a Beer- 
sheba Magistrates Court judge for 
psychiatric observation after his 
-arrest' on suspicion of committing 
indeoentacts on a number of young 
girls in his neighbourhood. 

A Ramat Gan man, Shaul Hassan, 
was charged on Tuesday in the Tel 
Aviv District Court with attempting 
to exfort sexual favours from a 
woman last June. He allegedly stole 
her parse from her car while it was 
parked near Kfar Azar, then phoned 
her to say that he would return tbe 
stolen items if she would have sex 
with him. She contacted the police, 
who twice set a trap for him after he 
had set up a rendezvous with the. 
woman, catching him on the second 
try. 

In Migdal Ha’emek, a woman who 
was attacked and raped in her flat 
early Tuesday morning identified 
the man who allegedly raped her as 
she was walking in the town centre 
Tuesday night. She pointed him out 
to a policeman who arrested the 
24-year-old suspect, a local resident. 
He has not yet been to court. (Itim) 


Police may probe ‘clients’ 
of billion-shekel theft victims

TEL AVTV. - The police fraud 
squad may begin investigating the 
sources of the large amounts of 
money deposited weekly by the two 
ultra-Orthodox men who were rob- 
bed of a billion shekels outside Bar 
Uau University's Mizrahi Bank 
branch Tuesday. It was the biggest 
heist in the history of the state. 

The two robbery victims. 
Men ahem Horowitz and Arye Wolf- 
son, told tbe police that they deposit 
money for clients in the bank, then 
withdraw it with the added interest 
the following day. The money, they 
said, belongs to private persons and 
religious institutions. 

But the police are checking the 
possibility that the money includes 
government support funds given to 
yeshivot, “black" money and “grey” 
funds belonging to financier David 
Blass. 

The robbery victims were re- 
portedly reluctant to tell central unit 
detectives investigating the robbery 
who their clients were. 

So far police have ho clue as to the 
identity of the robbers, three 
masked men armed with sub- 
machine guns. But it is assumed they 
knew their victims made daily de- 
posits at the bank and ambushed 
them there. 


The police investigation team 
appointed to probe the robbery be- 
lieves that either an informer from 
the bank or one of the “clients” told 
the rabbets of the daily deposits. 

Horowitz, of Bnei Brak, and 
Wolfson, of Savyon, refused to com- 
ment on the robbery yesterday and 
their attorney, .Shlomo Krinsld, said 
they were only messengers deliver- 
ing the money and cannot give an y 
information about it. 

Police found the gunmen’s get- 
away car abandoned in Kiryat Kri- 
hltzi last night. The car was reported 
stolen from north Tel Aviv- early 
Tuesday.

Foremost among inter-Christian 
disputes is Franjieh’s feud with cur- 
rent President Amin Jemayel, which 
dates back to the 1978 assassination 
of Franjieh’s elder son, Tony, his 
wife and three-year-old daughter 
along with 32 bodyguards at the 
family’s summer villa. ■ 

Franjieh, who was president from 
1970 to 1976 and requested Syria's 
1976 military intervention to snuff 
out the 19-month first round of C 
Lebanon’s civil war. held Jemayei’s 
Phalang e Party responsible for the 
assassination. 




Franjieh has lately been calling for 
JemayeFs overthrow. 

The Syrians arranged the latest 
Lebanese cease-fire a week ago, en- 
ding 12 days of car bombings and 
all-out artillery warfare that killed 
more than 320 people and wounded 
nearly 1 , 100 .

Several hours later local residents 
reported finding Mechoresh's body. 
The police requested the autopsy to 
determine if Mechoresh had died 
from the bullet wound found in his 
back. 

The lawyer representing the 
Mechoresh family said that “the de- 
ceased himself was religious, and if 
you were able to ask him, he would 
refuse the autopsy.” 

The Petah Tikva magistrate’s 
court ruled that an autopsy sbdifld be 
.^performed, and ordered the police 
* to allow a family member to identify 
the body. 


Suspect in TA murder 
remanded for 15 days 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - A murder sus- 
pect captured Tuesday by police in a 
pre-dawn raid on a Tiberias flat, was 
yesterday remanded into custody for 
15 days by the Tel Aviv Magistrates 
Court. The 38 year-old Hadera resi- 
dent is suspected of having mur- 
dered Daniel Cahalon in his Tel 
Aviv shop on July 30.

Seventeen minority farmers

Israeli agriculture. He concluded 
with greetings in Arabic for the Mos- 
lem festival Id al-Adha. 

Deputy Agriculture Minister 
Avraham Katz-Oz said the ministry 
plans to distribute citations of merit 
to Arab farmers on an annual basis. 

Hassan Abdel Magid, a sep- 
tuagenarian from Deir Hanna who 
has raised three doctor-sons, as well 
as fruits and vegetables, spoke in the 
names of the winners. 

He noted that the ceremony was a 
“great occasion” for the farmers, 
and thanked the ministry, and espe- 
cially its field advisers, who provide 
assistance in every season. 

The lone woman was Malha Abu 
Jabber from Ibiliin who was praised 
for her efforts in farming. Other 
winners included outstanding de- 
velopers of new strains of plants and 
exporters of pomegranates, olives, 
onions and vegetables.

- Like others, that hotel staggered the 
shifts for the three-day holiday, giv- 
ing most of the workers only a day or 
two off. 

“We couldn’t do otherwise,” the 
manager noted, adding that in some 
departments, such as dishwashing, 
the entire work force is made up of 
Arabs. 

Id-al-Adha (Feast of the Sacri- 
fice) marks what Moslems believe 
was God’s command to Abraham to 
sacrifice his son Ishraael, the prog- 
enitor of the Arabs. The festival also 
marks the end of the annual pilgrim- 
age to Mecca and is traditionally a 
period of weddings, house-warmings 
and outdoor picnics. 


Mini baby boom 
in Haifa starts 
with triplets

A Kiiyai Motzkin woman gave 
birth to triplets in the Histadrut 
Kupat Holira’s Carmel Hospital 
here Tuesday, a health fund spokes- 
woman reported yesterday. 

She said the hospital was treating 
another woman who is expecting 
triplets and two more who are ex- 
pecting quads. 

The triplets - two girls and a boy - 
were reported to be healthy and 
making satisfactory progress. 

The girls weighed 2.035 and 2.14 
kilograms and the boy weighed 1.90 
kilograms. 

The triplets were delivered at the 
beginning of the ninth month of 
pregnancy by Caesarian section. The 
parents Alisa and Yossi Yadovnik, 
already have a boy aged 3Vt. 

The spokeswoman said Alisa once 
worked as a nanny for triplets so 
already had some experience of the 
matter. 

She said most of the women ex- 
pecting multiple births in the hospit- 
al had undergone fertilization treat- 
ment. 


Galilee man charged

HAIFA (Itim). - A 24-year-old resi- 
dent of the Beduin village of Arab 
Gandawi was charged yesterday in 
the district court here with deliber- 
ately torching a Jewish National 
Fund forest in Lower Galilee. 

The charge sheet accused Hassan 
Gandawi of setting the JNF grove, 
located near the road connecting 
Nazareth and Shfaram, on fire in 
July 1983. 


Local authorities to get 
funds soon, says Modal

. The Treasury will soon transfer 
$18 milli on to local authorities to 
ease their troubled financial situa- 
tion, Finance Minister Yitzhak Mod- 
al yesterday told Union of Local 
Authorities chairman Saul Amor. 

According to the Treasury, de- 
velopment towns and Arab munici- 
palities will get preference in dis- 
tribution of the funds. 

Moda’i also promised Amor that 
the Treasury would transfer another 
$17 million to the local authorities in 
the next few weeks. 


TYRE (AP). - Shi’ite Moslem gun- 
men yesterday - seized Palestinians 
among the 113 prisoners freed by 
Israel hours earlier as Shi'ites hailed 
their men among the returnees as 
resistance heroes. 

The fighters of the Shi'ite Amal 
militia dragged several Palestinians 
from Red Cross buses and cars at 
gunpoint as the convoy carrying the 
released men drove into Lebanon's 
southern port city of Tyre. 

The detainees were released from 
the Atlit detention camp where a 
further 119 Lebanese are still being 
held. In keeping with Israel's policy, 
yesterday's release was carried out in 
consideration of the security situa- 
tion in South Lebanon, Israel De- 
fence Forces sources emphasized. 

One man was pulled out of a white 
Red Cross car by militiamen with 
pistols. Another was dragged out of 
a bus by a fighter who jammed an 
AK-47 assault rifle against the man's 
head. 

The men were bundled into Amal 
cars and driven off to undisclosed 
destinations. Some of the militiamen 
claimed the Palestinians were 
“Israeli collaborators.” 

But Amal has been cracking down 


on Palestinian fighters in refugee 
ramps around Tyre since Israel with- 
drew from the city in May. 

Amal officials said that 66 Palesti- 
nians were among the 1 13 men freed 
by the Israelis. Israeli military 
sources said the others were mainly 
members of the radical Shi'ite Hez- 
bollah, or Party of God, with whom 
Amal is also at odds. 

They were among more than 700 
men. mostly Shi'ite, held by Israel 
and whose release was demanded by 
Shi'ite gunmen who hijacked a TWA 
airliner June 14 and held 39 Amer- 
icans hostage. 

Since the hijack, Israel has freed 
more than 500 in four earlier re- 
leases. But it insists the men were 
not freed as part of any exchange 
deal for the release of the American 
hostages. 

The men freed yesterday were 
driven in Israeli buses, escorted by 
troops in armoured personnel car- 
riers . to Ros al-Bayada, the crossing 
point on the northern edge of the 
security zone in South Lebanon. 

They were then transferred to Red 
Cross buses' and cars at Ras al- 
Bayada. Israel military policemen 


used wire cutters to slice through 
plastic cords binding the detainees' 
wrists. 

As the convoy drove the 14 
kilometres north to Tyre, the men, 
still clad in blue and white track suits 
provided by the Israelis, sat atop the 
vehicles or hung from the windows, 
yelling Moslem war-cries and chant- 
ing: “The army of Mohammed is 
returning.” 

On the roadside, weeping women 
cheered the returning detainees as 
they sped past escorted by Amal 
jeeps carrying militiamen, anti- 
aircraft guns and 106mm recoilless 
rifles. 

Men jumped from the buses to 
embrace relatives in tearful roadside 
reunions. 

When the Red Cross convoy 
reached Tyre, Shi'ites lined the 
streets to welcome them us drivers 
honked their horns In celebration. 

But, unlike earlier releases of 
mainly Amal members, the return- 
ing detainees were not handed guns 
as a symbol of the Shi'ites continuing 
campaign to drive the Israelis and 
tbeir allies from their last toehold on 
Lebanese soil. 


Haifa Labour Council: Ata is doomed

HAIFA. - Finance Minister Yitzhak 
.Moda’i yesterday rejected appeals 
by Prime Minister 3 Peres and the 
Histadrut to increase the govern- 
ment financial contribution towards 
saving the Ata textile concern. 

The decision not to give an extra 
$1 million seems certainly to spell 
the end of Ata, The Jerusalem Post 
was told. 

“Only a miracle can save the com- 
pany now and nothing less,” said 
Haifa Labour Council official Avra- 
ham Hameiri who has been handling 
the -Ata crisis since its outset eleven 
months ago. 

The Treasury has reportedly been 
prepared to contribute $ 12m. to- 
wards saving tbe firm - $2.5m. short 


of what had been requested by 
American businessman Jack Nasser. 

Nasser, who heads an internation- 
al consortium which had offered to 
purchase Ata, left Israel on Tuesday 
but said he would return if progress 
is made on bridging the gap. 

Hameiri said he was certain that if 
Moda'i had been prepared to give 
Nasser only half of the $2.5m. a deal 
could have been concluded. 

Intensive lobbying by various 
bodies, including Peres, Histadrut 
General Secretary Yisrael Kessar 
and others, failed however to change 
Moda’i's attitude. 

“The finance minister gave his 
answer to Nasser's representatives 
that he was not prepared to increase 
the government's contribution and 


that appeared to be that.” said 
Hameiri. 

“It’s unbelievable that for such a 
relatively small sum of money Ata 
will never be re-opened. Such a 
decision is even more difficult to 
understand in light .of the promises 
and messages of hope given to the 
workers by cabinet members up to 
and including the prime minister.” 

Hameiri said that unless a miracle 
did occur the Histadrut would have 
no alternative but to give up the fight 
to save the country's oldest textile 
firm and concentrate instead on 
negotiations with the government 
over severance pay and early retire- 
ment benefits for the nearly 900 
employees of the company’s plants 
in Kiryat Ata and Kurdaneh. 


Nazi-hunter: Ask W. Germany 
to pay survivors’ health bills

II. 

Friedman argued that the West 
German government had a responsi- 
bility for at least offsetting the cost of 
treating these patients. He suggested 
that the West German government 
should pay an. annual sum of DM1 
bjlllon j$360 million) towards this

This money would be channelled 
directly into the health service and 
would go some way to easing the 
present financial crisis in the coun- 
try's hospitals, he said. 

The health ministry told The Post 
it had received the proposals and was 
examining their feasibility.

Interior Ministry to appoint summer time review committee

The pros and cons of summer time 
will be examined in detail by a spe- 
cial committee to be appointed with- 
in a few days by Interior Minister 
Yitzhak Peretz, a ministry official 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Such a follow-up committee was 
to have bees established more than a 
year ago. However, with the Interior 
Ministry portfolio changing hands - 
from Yosef Burg, now. religious 
affairs minister to Shimon Peres as 
interim minister and then to Peretz - 
its appointment has been delayed 
until now, ministry deputy director 
general Ya’akov Markowitz said. 

Summer time 1985, originally 
scheduled to last until midnight 
September 14, will instead end at 


midnight this Saturday. 

This follows a unanimous decision 
by the cabinet on the recommenda- 
tion of Peretz, who by Law bears 
ministerial responsibility for institut- 
ing summertime. 

Peretz argiied that resetting clocks 
after the beginning of the new school 
term would inconvenience families 
with school-age children. Summer 
time also inconveniences Sephardi 
Jews, who from the beginning of the 
Hebrew month of Elnl must recite 
slihot , the pre-dawn penitential 
prayers, he said. 

Economists at the Energy Minis- 
try were disappointed by the 
cabinet’s decision to reduce the five- 
month summer time by two weeks. 
They claim the early return to stan- 
dard time will cost the economy 


about $18,100 per day in energy 
outlays. 

Aside from religious objection - 
that the artificially “late” hour leads 
to the opening of restaurants and 
cafes before sundown on Saturdays - 
other arguments have been raised in 
■ opposition to summer time. 

A study conducted at the Uni- 
versity of Heidelberg in 1980, the 
first year that West Germany tried 
summer time, found a “statistically 
significant increase in road acci- 
dents'' during the summer of 1980 
compared with the previous sum- 
mer. 

Opponents who cite this study add 
that the problem could be more 
serious here, where the twilight 
period is much shorter than in 
Europe. They also question the fuel- 


conservation statistics issued by the 
Energy Minisiry. The additional 
hour of daylight, they say, encour- 
ages Israelis to drive more. 

One Israeli mother wrote to Prime 
Minister Peres saying summer time 
is a “nuisance”. While she and her 
family go to bed according to the 
clock on the wall, she claims, their 
“biological clocks” awake them 
according to the natural cycle. This 
leads to fatigue, because “with the 
days longer in the summer and the 
temperatures higher, we find that, 
though we gain an hour of daylight in 
each 24-hour period, we also lose an 
hour of sleep.” 

These and other arguments-for 
and against summer rime-will be 
weighed by the follow-up commit- 
tee, Markowitz told The Post. 
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urban railway system - had been 
shelved because of the country’s eco- 
nomic problems. 

But Miller, in a renewed appeal, 
maintained that a period of recession 
was the best time to improve and 
develop the transportation infras- 
tructure.

Haifa dump 
gets plastered 
to stop stench

HAIFA. - An innovative method of 
combating stench and air pollution 
has been successfully tried out on 
part -of tbe city’s municipal rubbish 
dump here, it was reported yester- 
day. 

Thirty tons of dampened plaster - 
a waste product from the nearby 
Fertilizers and Chemicals factory - 
was spread over part of the pit, 
effectively capping the smell and 
preventing rubbish being blown 
away. 

The expiriment was carried out by 
the firm, which had been looking for 
ways of removing plaster waste, in 
conjunction with the regional en- 
vironmental protection department 
andthemundpality. Following the 
success of the pilot scheme they are 
now planning to cover a bigger area 
of the dump using 300 tons of the 
plaster.

Nuclear panel raps superpowers 
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GENEVA (Reuter). - Sweden and 
Australia urged the superpower 
yesterday to halt atomic tests and 
warned that the world could be en- 
tering an era of “nuclear terrorism.” 

The strong statements to dele- 
gates representing some SO countries 
opened a month-long review of the 
1968 Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty (NPT), which the two super- 
powers ratified. 

Swedish Foreign Minister Lennart 
Bodstrom noted the failure of the 
superpowers to comply fully with 
their treaty obligations and said “the 
obvious first step would be to con- 
clude a comprehensive nuclear test 
ban treaty," 

The U.S. and the Soviet Union 
signed a Limited Test Ban Treaty in 
1963 that stopped atomic tests in the 
air, sea or space but negotiations on 
a full test ban, including the present 
underground blasts, were broken off 
in 1980. 

Australian Foreign Minister Bill 
Hayden also criticized Moscow and 
Washington for failing to honour 
their side of the NPT bargain, saying 


atomic tests were related clearly to 
the build-up of nuclear arsenals. 

The treaty came into force in 1970 
and runs for a further 10 years. It has 
been ratified by 130 countries, in- 
cluding three nuclear states, the 
U.S., the Soviet Union and Britain. 
France and China, the other known 
nuclear arms states, have not signed. 

The Reagan Administration has 
rejected renewing talks on a full test 
ban. saying such an agreement could 
not be verified. 

However, nuclear experts at the 
conference said the reason appeared 
to be the need to test atomic war- 
heads for the new U.S. MX intercon- 
tinental missile and to test parts of 
President Reagan's Strategic De- 
fence Initiative, (Star Wars) project, 
which is studying a space-based mis- 
sile defence shield. 

Bodstrom said the world could be 
entering an era of nuclear terrorism, 
with individual groups getting nuc- 
lear arms. 

“Many believe that it has now 
become possible for terrorist groups 


UK finds cracks in engines 
of type in Manchester fire 


LONDON - British airlines carried 
out urgent checks on Pratt and Whit- 
ney jet engines yesterday after au- 
thorities discovered cracking like 
that which may have caused last 
Thursday's fatal fire at Manchester 
Airport. 

The checks, ordered by Britain's 
Civil Aviation Authority (CAA), 
delayed 14 flights at airports around 
the country, airlines said. 

Airlines involved said they ex- 
pected the checks to be completed 
by later in the day. 

The checks involved the U.S. 
manufacturer's JT8D-15 engine, the 
same type of engine fitted to the 
British Airtours Boeing 737 which 
caught fire last Thursday.

Kabul, Islamabad hold ‘proximity talks’ 


GENEVA (Reuter). - Afghan and 
Pakistani envoys bid again yesterday 
to bring peace to Afghnistan amid 
reports of a major new Soviet offen- 
sive against Moslem guerrillas fight- 
ing the Kabul government. 

Tlie meeting, sponsored by the 
UN and known as “pr oximity talks" 
because the delegations remain in 
separate rooms, began Tuesday with 
informal consultations led by UN 
Undersecretary-General Diego Cor- 
dovez.

Japanese soldier comes home after 43 years 


TOKYO (AP). - At first he was 
ashamed to return, but Sakunojo 
Kitamura finally came back to his 
native land 43 years after he left for 
war. 

“It's so developed. It’s like a 
dream.” he said of his hometown in 
northern Japan. 

As memorial services around 
Japan commemorated the 40tb 
anniversary of the end of World War 
II, the 66-year-old former Japanese 
Imperial Army soldier in late July 
made a long-awaited pilgrimage 
from Burma to his family graves in 
Niigata prefecture, 246 kilonitres 
northwest of Tokyo. 

Kitamura was 20 when he joined 
the army, and left for Rabau], on the 
island of New Britain (now Papua 
New Guinea) in 1942. Eventually 


the war took him to Guadalcanal, 
Palau and the Philippines, where he 
survived battles that overall cost 
over 1 milli on Japanese casualties, 
according to government estimates. 

In 1943 he was transferred to Bur- 
ma, where as a private first class he 
was captured by the British after the 
war ended. In 1946, not knowing 
when he might be repatriated, Kita- 
mura accepted an invitation from a 
fellow Japanese soldier to escape 
from his British prisoner of war 
camp in Payagyi, north of Rangoon. 

His climb over the prison wall that 
night set his course irrevocabbly 
away from home. He says the shame 
and guilt he felt for deserting the' 
Imperial Army prevented him from 
contacting his family back home for 
the next 10 years. 


In 1949, his fate was cast when, for 
financial reasons, he joined the Bur- 
mese army. The next year, a Bur- 
mese friend introduced him to a 
Burmese woman and the soft- 
spoken soldier married her and set- 
tled down to life in Rangoon. 

In 1956 or 1957, Kitamura, whose 
parents died when he was a child, 
mustered the courage to write a 
letter to his brother, recounting his 
past and inquiring of news of his 
hometown. 

Soon he received a response from 
a nephew, saying that his brother 
had died after the war but asking him 
to return and “bow in respect" be- 
fore the family grave. Remembrance 
of ancestors is an important link for 
Japan’s extended families, often 


creating occasions to reunite long- 
separated members. 

Kitamura was hesitant to come 
home, however, and it was not until 
this year that he finally ended his 
isolation. Word of his desire to re- 
turn was conveyed to a. group of 
former Japanese soldiers, who 
raised money to bring him back, for a 
one-month visit. 

At his family graves, Kitamura 
shed tears for the first time in as long 
as he could remember. 

“I never cried when my fellow 
soldiers died. We just didn’t have 
time for that. We had to keep 
going,” Kitamura said. 

“Now that- 1 have offered prayers 
to my family, I can rest in peace. 
There’s nothing more that I want.”

Kron sees the act as a message of 
despair, a way of conveying to the 
world that the sufferer "can’t bear it 
anymore— the pain, the loneliness, 
and the lack of faith that things will 
improve.” 

But Dr. Shmuel_ Erlich, dis- 
agrees. “Alienation and feelings of 
insecurity are typical traumas of 
adolescents,” he counters, "and if 
they were a major cause of suicide, 
every adolescent would be dead.

He maintains that another cause 


of suicide in adolescence is the 
trauma of a second separation dur- 
ing which some of foe longings of the 
first separation in .early childhood 
re-eraerge. The youngster feels that 
he is about to lose &s mother, or 
some other loved one, all over again. 
He becomes more dinging; more 
dependent. He yearns for a great 
closeness, which he is often unable 
to show. _ 

“So his longing for a fusion with 
his mother, and .his mixed abstract 
and concrete thinking , may lead him 
to feel that by killing hmself be can 
join her in a symbolic way,” explains 
Erlich. “At the same time it is as 
though he believes he will be with 
her in some concrete manner in 
another form of life.” This of course 
does not account for those unsuc- 
cessful suicide attempts, which are 
meant to scare parents or attract 
attention. 

Erlich is hesitant to draw conclu- 
sions about society from his thesis. 
However, he cautiously suggests 
that a lade of good family contact in 
early life could resuige later on. But 
it is pointless to blame parents for 
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their child’s suicide, says Erlich, just 
as it is pointless to blame anyone for 
what he or she is. A mother who is 
not dose to her daughter can always 
say that it is the fault of her own 
mother, and her own mother can lay 
the guilt one generation back. Hus 
will achieve nothing. 

What he recommends is training 
teachers and psychologists to work 
with adolescents and their families, 
establishing a separate speciality in 
psychology at the university (at pre- 
sent it is combined with child 
psychology) and opening new walk- 
in clinics. None of this is being done. 
Erlich says Israel is at a tremendous 
ebb as for as the training of psycho- 
logists is concerned, mainly because 
of the financial crunch. 

White adolescent suicide is not yet 
a problem of epidemic proportions 
in Israel, Erlich warns that it is on the 
'rise throughout the world. Latest 
available Health Ministry statistics 
from all sectors of the population in 
Israel show that 31 people between 
the ages of 18 and 24 committed 
suicide in 1983, while 342 attempted 
it.

World Bank to borrow from 
banks in ten countries 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The 
World Bank announced on Tuesday 
that it is borrowing 5321.4 million 
worth of funds from banks in 10 
countries and in eight currencies as 
part of the most diversified borrow- 
ing transaction in its 40-year history. 

The banks, members of the Union 
of International Cooperative Banks, 
are owned by depositors in Japan, 
Denmark. West Germany. Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Austria. Switzer- 
land. Prance. Italy, and Britain. 

They finance chiefly farming, 
forestry, fisheries, and small 
businesses, but they have never 
loaned funds to the World Bank 
before. 

The World Bank, biggest source 
of aid to poor countries, will pay 
interest at an average of 7.85% a 
year. Sheldon Rappaport, a spokes- 
man at bank headquarters, said the 
figure is 0.3 of a percentage point 
less than it would cost if the bank 
floated its ow n loan. 

In a statement accompanying the 
announcement. World Bank 
treasurer Eugene H. Rotberg said 
the borrowing confirms the increas- 
ing versatility of the cooperative 
banks and their ability to provide 
additional funding for the World 
Bank. 

The loans are repayable in an 
average of 7.04 years. Over that 
period, the saving will amount to the 
equivalent of at least $6.8 million, 
Rappaport said. There will be an 
additional saving of underwriting 
costs, which Rappaport said he 


could not estimate. 

The bank is owned by 148 member 
governments. Its profits come from 
the bank's borrowing money at low 
interest, taking advantage of differ- 
ing rates in different countries, and 
investing the proceeds at higher 
rates. 

The main use of the money it 
borrows is for the loans it makes to 
raise living standards in poor coun- 
tries - or $14.4 billion worth last 
year. The interest rate it charges 
currently on such loans is8.82% , less 
than commercial banks charge when 
willing to lend to poor countries at 
all. 

In the first five months of this year 
“spontaneous" lending by banks to 
Third World countries - as distinct 
from loans they made under press- 
ure from the International Monetary 
Fund - amounted to only $2.9 bil- 
lion. 

The borrowing by the World Bank 
is to be coordinated by the Deutsche 
Genossenschaftsbank (DG Bank) in 
Frankfurt. It is also managing the 
largest single piece, 125 million ecus, 
the “basket" of currencies made up 
by a group of West European gov- 
ernments. The sum is equivalent to 
$100 million. 

Another slice of 200 million West 
German marks - worth about $71.9 
million - is being underwritten by a 
group with the DG Bank as mana- 
ger. 

A borrowing of 5 billion Japanese 
yen - $25.6 million-will be arranged 
by Norinchukin Bank. 



Gold rises to year’s high 
after South African moves 


LONDON (Reuter). - Gold rose to 
its highest point of the year yester- 
day following Tuesday's decision by 
the South African financial author- 
ities to close the country's currency 
and share markets for the rest of the 
week. 

With traders expressing concern 
at the growing racial unrest in the 
world's largest gold producer and 
the threat of a miner's strike, bullion 
rose to $340.75 an ounce from 
$335.15 at Tuesday night's close. 
The morning fixing price was 
$339.30. 

Platinum, another precious metal 
which South Africa mines more of 
than any other country, also reacted 
to the political turmoil in the Repub- 
lic. jumping to $343.75 an ounce 
from $332.25 on Tuesday, , i . . ; 

Ahhpugh: also favoured as! an* in- 


vestment, platinum has far more 
industrial applications than gold. 

Trading in the rand and South 
African gold mine shares here vir- 
taully ground to a standstill after 
Tuesday night's announcement by 
Finance Minister Barend du Plessis. 

Currency dealers said the rand, 
which dropped to a record low of 
35.45 cents on Tuesday, was hardly 
traded because banks were unsure 
how deals could be settled through 
the South African central bank. 
Spreads between buy and sell rates, 
normally under half a cent, were 
raised to 10 cents to discourage busi- 
ness. 

Mine stocks were also quiet, 
although those that were traded 
generally showed falls. Share brok- 
ers said they wanted to see what the 
South African auihbrities did next.

The number of passengers passing 
through Ben-Gurion Airport has 
dropped by some 25 per cent this 
month, and nearly 80 per cent of the 
temporary workers have’ been dis- 
missed. Zvi Gov-Ari, the-director of 
the Airports Authority, told The 
Jerusalem Post. 

By August 20 there were 73,000 
fewer passengers than in the first 20 
days of August 1984, and Gov-Ari 
said he feared the trend would con- 
tinue even if the $300 travel tax is 
halved in mid-September, as the 
government has promised. 

Israelis have less ritoney becafise 


of price rises, taxation, and the July 
devaluation, Gov-Ari said. 

However, the large number of 
passengers before the summer has 
somewhat offset the recent decline, 
and Gov-Ari anticipated that drop in 
passengers for the entire year will be - 
around 8 per cent. 

As economy measures, employees 
have been instructed to cut down on 
the use of air conditioners and phone 
calls. 

Ben-Gurion Airport revenues 
have been used to cover the costs of 
operating the airports at Uvda and 
Eilat as well as to pay for the border 
police protection, so the decline in 
revenues will pose an especially hard 
strain, one official said. . • v.

TEL AVIV. - The Israel employee 
takes home much less pay than bis 
English counterpart, but the Israeli 
employer bears a greater financial 
burden for each worker than the 
British employer. 

This emerges from a survey car- 
ried out by Polgat (textile) Indus- 
tries, which examined the differ- 
ences between running a plant in 
Israel and one in England (where 
Polgat has one). 

As to the worker, the survey 
shows that if he earns the equivalent 
of $300 a month, he pays a total of 
only 7% a month in income and 
national insurance taxes in England, 
but 25% in Israel (where it includes 
mas ahid, the Histadrut dues) . 

On $500 a month, these deduc- 
tions in England come to 25%, as 
against 36% in Israel; on $660, to 
29% as against 38%; on $800, to 
31% as against 42%; and on $1,900, 
to 32% as against 55% . 

The survey also points out that a 


medium size car (1.300 to l,600cc) 
costs three to four times as much in 
Israel than in England. One of the 
demands of the typical Israeli mana- 
‘ ger (much more than in England) is 
that he enjoy the use of a company 
car. 

An employer who pays the mana- 
ger an annual salary of 525,000, must 
also pay an additional $9,250 social 
benefits in England, and an addi- 
tional $11,250 in Israel, bringing the 
total cost of the manager to $34,250 
and $36,250 respectively. 

If both managers receive cars, the 
firm will have to put out an addition- 
al $8,150 in England, and $14,000 in 
Israel This brings the total cost of a 
manager to $42,500 a year in En- 
galnd, and to $50,000 in Israel. 

But after all taxes and other de- 
ductions, the take-home pay of this 
manager is $17,000 £ year in Eng- 
- lapd. and only $10,000 in Israel. 

. Thus, the “manager in England 
receives 40% Of his total cost to die 
plant in take-home pay; while the 
Israeli receives only 20% 


AH social benefits, direct and in- 
direct, are taken into acedam, these 
account for 25% of the monthly 
wage in England and for 65% in. ...

In England, the employer has to i/ : 
pay 10.5% of the wages to national 
insurance; another 11.5% for vacs- 
tions and holidays; 0.5% for food; .. 
1 % for clothing, and 1.5% for mis- 
cellaneous, for a total of 25%. 

In Israel, 15-1% goes to national 
insurance, 13.4% to pension con- ■ 
tributions and severance pay; 2% to 
health insurance; 10% to vacation 
and holidays; 2.5% to Hovra’a (rest 
home or hotel expenses); 6% to 
transportation fores to and from 
work; 5% IO employees* restaurant; . . 
3% to a creche; 2% to clothing; 3% 
to "social events,” and 3% to raiscel- ;**' 
Ianeous, for a total of 65%. r 

The survey does not explain what , 

the British employer pays that is 
equivalent to the “mas ahid " or 
“pension contributions and sever- 
ance pay” borne by the Israeli em- 
ployer.

Dor’s high-octane petrol 

The MTBE installation at Dor Chemicals in Haifa, which is to be 
dedicated today by Energy Minister Mosbe Shahal. MTBE is a 
synthetic high-octane petrol, which improves the quality of petrol and 
serves as a substitute for lead, which is a health and ecological hazard. 
Since the Israel authorities have not yet approved the addition of 
MTBE to petrol, production meanwhile is designed for export to the 
U.S. and Western Europe. Export deals amounting to about two 
million dollars have already been signed. 


B-G passengers down 25 per cent in August 


Isramco, Inc. an American com- 
pany with oil and gas interests in 
Israel, this week announced that, the 
company and its partners will spend 
between $5 million and $6 million by 
March 31, 1986 in the first stage of its 
newly expanded development prog- 
ramme for oil and gas in the Negev. 

Dr. Joseph Elmaleh, chairman of 
Isramco, also reported that the 
shooting of five miles of seismic' 
lines, the final testing, had begun for 
the programme's first drilling site. 

If the final portion of seismic test- 
ing confirms a closure (a geological 
Structure which traps hydrocarbon 
reserves), the Shaul 1 will be drilled 
to an approximate depth of 4,000 to 
4,500 feet, targeted for natural gas. 

Ekpaleh further stated that in the 
full development programme seis- 
mic studies eventually will cover the 
entire two milli on acre area which 
Israemco and its partners have re- 
ceived from the Israeli government, 
covering 40% of the undisputed land 
area of Israel. 


Self-employed may start 
their own sick fund

TEL AVTV. -The Chamber of Self- 
Employed announced yesterday that 
it was studying, together with the 
Association of Pharmacists, the pos- 
sibility bf setting up its own act 
ftind^ which would provide primary 
medical services, drugs, hospitaliza- 
tion and dental insurance, for a 
monthly fee. 

The chamber announced that it 
was also studying the possibility of 
advising its members to join the 
Maccabi Sick Fund. 

The chamber stated some time 
ago that it would also advise its 
members to quit the Kupat Holim 
Klalit (which belongs to the Histad- 
rut), since that organization is 
allegedly carrying on a campaign of 
vilification .against the self- 
employed , charging that they are not 
pairing honest taxes.

Julie 1 was drilled by Isramco and 
its Israeli partners before the Amer- 
ican investors joined the group last 
June. In January 1984. Isramco and 
its Israeli partners drilled Gurim 4 
near Arad - Israel's first discovery of 
oil in 20 years.

TEL A.VTV. - The Co-op chain of 
supermarkets **Tel Aviv-Dan 
Hasharoa" has virtually declared 
■ war on Tnuva. 

1 General manager Benjamin Gaoo 
' told a press conference his chain of 
. 125 stores is fighting for its life, 

. because of Tnuva's unfair business 
practices. 

The chain covers the area from 
Zichron Ya'acov in the north to Eilat 
in the south, excluding Jerusalem 
s and the Herzliya-Ra’anana area, . 
Both the Co-op and Tnuva are 
affiliated to the Histadrut, and over 
the past few years various Histadrut 
committees have tried to settle their 
differences “inside the Histadrut 
family/' 

J According to Gaon, Tnuva be- 
longs to the farming community and 
was set up to market the farmers* 

- produce- “But since they launched 
their Hypershuk-Mega stores they 

- compete with the retailers to whom 
they sell their produce." 

He said that Tnuva sells produce 


at a lower price in its Hypershuk 
stores than it.charges the Cchop and 
other retailers. 

One of the steps the Co-op will 
take in its battle against Tnuva is 
price-slashing. Gaon said. 

And, as of yesterday, they have 
changed .the name of their Mega 
stores, which henceforth will be cal- 
led Hyper Co-op. 

Gaon promised that by the end of 
next year they will have seven more 
Hyper Co-ops, including one in the 
Arab sector - in Umm el-Fahm. 

He said that they have managed to 
lower the prices of their vegetables 
by buying direct from the farmers. 
He also claims that the quality is 
much better.' 

There has been a drop of about 
10% in sales during the past few 
months, Gaon said; He believes that 
this is due to the present economic 
situation. The public’s pur chasin g 
power has decreased, and this has 
affected its buying habits: they are 
buying less fancy, and expensive 
food. He said that if 1985 ends 
without a loss for tbechain he will be 
pleased. 


Yitzhak Landesman, general 
manager of Tnuva, told The Jeru- 
salem Post that he is not frightened 
by Gaon’s declaration of war. His 
advice to Gaon is to sell more, not to 
change the names of the stores, but 
to build more of them. 

“I'm not scared, and I promise to 
' continue to sell the Co-op chain all of 
my available produce that it wants." 

He also said that he is not halting 
the building of more Hypershuk 
stores. 

David Wainshal, the president of 
the Supersol chain of supermarkets, 
which also has a number of Mega 
stores called Hypercol, told The Post 
that price-slashing is part of the 
game, and that they are prepared as 
in the past to compete in the market. 

He said his chain had a slight drop 
in sales during the first part of July 
due mainly to the new government 
measures when the prices were in- 
creased considerably after the gov- 
ernment cut down on subsidies. 

“But sales picked up after that and 
this month sales have been even 
higher than last August."

Haifa land claim 
to be examined

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. -The Interior Ministry is to 
establish an inquiry committee to 
investigate Haifa municipality's 
claim to plots of land in the area, 
including the site of the oil refineries 
which now enjoys ex-territorial sta- 
tus, the city hall spokesman 
announced yesterday. 

The land arbitration committee is 
also expected to examine the munici- 
pality's claim to jurisdiction over 
land occupied by the agricultural 
school in Kfar Galim. 

The ex-territorial status of the oil 
refineries dates from the British 
Mandatory period. Although the 
order was cancelled last year, the 
legal status of the oil refineries has 
not yet been decided. 

Meanwhile Mayor Arye Gurel has 
called on Interior Minister 
Yitzhak Peretz to help the muniri-, 
pality in its search for more land that 
can be used as a cemetery. 

Guriel informed the minister, dur- 
ing the latter's recent visit to Haifa, 
that the remaining space at the muni- 
cipal cemertery at Kfar Samir would 
be used up in the next few months. 

The dty has been negotiating with 
the Defence Ministry for .the return 
of an area of land, adjacent to the 
cemetery, which is now pan of a 


military base. Gurel asked Peretz to 
intervene to bring the negotiations 
to a speedy con elusion. 

At the time, he informed the 
minister that the site in question 
consists of only 40 dunams. This 
would solve the problem for the next 
four years, he said, but a long term 
solution was still needed. 


Self-employed 
fight surtax

TEL AVIV. - Refusal to pay the 
surtax on the income tax does not 
constitute a criminal offence accord- 
ing to a “committee of profession- 
als” set up by the Chamber of the 
Self-Employed. 

“The worst that can happen is that 
the surtax, which is not paid, will be 
linked to the index and that a fine 
will also be imposed.” 

The committee consists of accoun- 
tants, lawyers, tax advisers, and eco- 
nomists. 

The self-employed -have been 
asked to pay 8.3% monthly surtax on 
the income tax they already paid. No 
other group in the country was asked 
to do so, and the chamber rails the 
surtax_“disOTminatory-’’ . . .i.j 

, It.hasJaynched $n all-out fight foj,. 
the surtax’s cancellation, and is soli- 
citing the support of Knesset mem- 
bers. 

The chamber notes that some 
200,000 self-employed (not all of 
whom are its members) have been 
asked to pay the surtax. It points out 
that when tire emergency economic 
measures end on October 1, the 
‘ surtax would have to be approved by 
the Knesset if the government wants 
it continued. 

But by that date it hopes to have 
mobilized most Knesset members 
against the tax; moreover, the Knes- 
set will be asked to legislate that 
surtax already paid will be credited 
as an ordinary income-tax payment. 1 

The state revenue office has in- 
formed the federation of Israeli 
Chambers of Commerce that a com- 
mittee is now looking into the differ- 
ences i h income taxes (and national 
insurance payments) being deman- 
ded from self-employed and wage 
earners.

Sharp fall in free share market 


The share market, meaning pri- 
marily the “free" share market, 
yesterday suffered its worst session 
at least since July 1 and possibly for 
some longer period. Only the rise in 
the “arrangement” sector allowed 
the General Share Index to cover up 
the hole that the 3.90% drop in the 
non-bank index drove through it 
yesterday. 

The slaughter took place in almost 
all sectors, as the three to one ratio 
of declining to advancing shares de- 
monstrates. Sectoral losses were on 
the 3-4% level in most cases, with 
the near-S% drop in investment 
companies being the worst indi- 
vidual fall, coming on the heels of 
the cumulative losses this sector has 
already experienced in recent days. 

But the number of “sellers only" 
situations was limited to 28, higher 
than usual but not in itself dis- 
astrous. This is the best clue to what 
really went on in the market yester- 
day. The mutual funds, flushed 
though they are with cash, have 
refused to buy heavily, except when 
the market was falling. This has 
clearly disappointed the speculators 
who were relying on the fends to buy 
aggressively and thus allow them to 
sell their holdings. When these 
purchases failed to materialize, the . 
speculators were forced to sell and 
thus were themselves end-played by 
the funds, who now stepped in and 
took up the offers at 5-10% lower. 

If this interpretation is correct, the 
next stage should see the market 
stabilizing and then a possible round 
of price rises. However, even in such 
a case, it would seem fair to say that 
the share market has lost its upward

momentum and is on the verge of 
establishing a new trend, this time 
downward. The investment com- 
pany index, in many ways a leading 
indicator of the market as a whole, 
would certainly seem to be signalling 
such a change. 

Meanwhile, the “arrangement" 
shares are continuing their recovery 
and yesterday’s rise put the yields of 
almost all the securities in the group 
at below 14%. This is in line with the 
upward move in the representative 
rate of the shekel, which is now 
nudging the 1500 mark from which .it 
began its slide after the July 1 de- 
valuation. 

The bond market recorded 
another quite hefty volume yester- 
day, of IS5 billion, and most of this 
came in the index-linked ratber than 
the doflar-finked groups. However, 
it was the latter that rose in price 
while the index-linked bonds were 
generally fairly steady. Most of the 
. activity here steins from month-end 
purchases by pension and provident 
funds, who soak up cheap stock in 
the market to cover their contractual 
obligations. 

Finally, and for the record books, 
even on a day when most share 
prices fell, one share registered 
probably a record jump. Galei 
Zohar IS1 shares, after being 
marked “buyers only” three times 
running, was allowed to rise without 
any limit at all. It did - by 128%.

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Schools in decline 


THE NEW school year is being inaugurated with the custom- 
ary, and by now rather tiresome, ritual drama: teachers 
threatening to strike over what they claim are their rights; the 
Ministry of Finance holding its foot down to protect the 
national treasury from wanton raids; the Ministry of Education 
racking its brains in search of a reasonable compromise, and 
negotiations dragging on until the last cliffhanging minute - 
when some sort of deal is agreed upon, allowing die children to 
go back to school. A very happy end. 

This, roughly speaking, is the scenario that is being re- 
enacted right now, except that, for once, the prime minister is 
himself on stage much of the time. 

Talks with the Histadrut Teachers Union are expected to 
result in the reinstatement of most erf the 1,200 mostly 
elementary tenured teachers dismissed so for, in return for the 
.teachers forgoing the benefits due to them under the Etzioni 
Report. This will follow the model of a bargain already struck 
with die Secondary Teachers Association, which is not thre- 
atening a strike. It seems a safe bet, then, that schools will open 
on time next Sunday. 

But this happy prospect is no cause for celebration. The now 
traditional start of the school year is not so much an exercise in 
theatrics as the reflection of an educational system in a process 
of decay. The system is imperilled not only by draconian budget 
cuts, but even more so by a widening gap between high-minded 
statements of educational policy and the reality of life in the 
classroom. 

Israel’s 38th year was officially dedicated, last Independence 
Day, to the theme of higher achievement in science and 
technology. That stemmed from the uneasy feeling that the 
country was progressively losing its vaunted qualitative edge in 
science and technology over the Arab nations. The time was 
past when Israel could boast of being first in the world in the per 
capita ratio of scientific publications: the Arabs, if only because 
of their sheer numbers, were beginning to overtake Israel, at 
least in total output. They had already overtaken Israel in the 
number of university graduates. 

That was the sense of Premier Shimon Peres’s message in an 
address last March to the National Council for Research and 
Development. The State Controller, in his latest annual report, 
drew the same moral by painting a horrendous picture of the 
state of scientific and technological preparedness of army 
officer recruits. 

Plainly, action had to be taken to reverse the trend, and the 
earlier the better. The combination of classes larger even than 
the allowable mariwmm and fewer teaching hours even in the 
most basic disciplines, notably maths and English, was a 
sure-fire recipe for lower educational standards. When the 
universities began rejecting the bagrut (matriculation) diploma 
as a pass to higher learning, it was clear that the rot had gone for 
enough. 

But what was done to correct the situation was less than 
nothing. The solemn rhetoric about educating the country into 
the computer age was ruthlessly deflated by the budget-cutters. 

That budget cuts were necessary, and could not spare the 
schools, was generally, though not universally, conceded. But 
when the hacking started it was not confined to such supposed 
frills as music and arts and crafts, nor to psychological 
co unselling , nor to the ranch advertised programmefortncul- 
cating democratic values'- funds were found- to be insufficient 
to maintain Arabic language instruction even at its old level. 
The hacking threatened to affect the basic subjects, too, if only 
by preventing any action to grant them the role that an advance 
into the next century would warrant. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i is quite right to question 
whether the system needs all the teachers now employed in it. 
. Some of the teachers - like the rabbis brought in by the former 
education minister - are mere agents of religious indoctrina- 
tion, and others are so incompetent they have helped create a 
black market in private remedial coaching, especially in maths 
and English. But the solution is to remove the bad, to attract 
the good, and not to reduce the total number. There is no such 
thing as a teacherless education. 


Ill-advised 


IT WAS ill-advised for the usually level-headed Haim Bar-Lev, 
the minister of police, to try to force through a mass clemency 
plan for prisoners by malting it public. Merely by failing to 
consult in advance the president, whose prerogative it is to 
grant pardons, Mr. Bar-Lev made its rejection a virtual 
certainty. 

But President Herzog had good substantive reasons to turn 
the proposal down, after taking it up with the justice minister. 

The presidential power of pardon must be exercised with due 
regard to the individual merits of each and every case. It cannot 
express itself in wholesale three-month reduction of the 
sentences of 1,500 convicts due for release during the coming 
year. Since the reduction would have been the same for all 
prisoners, no matter what the length of their sentences, it would 
also have been unjustifiably discriminatory. Finally, it would 
have made scant contribution to the relief of the dreadful 
overcrowding in the country’s prisons, which was the stated aim 
of the proposal. 

What Mr. Bar-Lev was in effect suggesting, at the urging of 
the prison service commissioner, Rafi Suissa, was the kind of 
amnesty that the Knesset, rather than the president, may 
decree. The feet that the police minister chose not to engage 
parliament’s interest in it may betray some doubt about it. 

All of which is not to deny that the country’s prisons are 
appallingly, Indeed inhumanely, overcrowded, and that they 
cry out for remedial action. Far from serving as centres of 
prisoner rehabilitation, Israel’s prisons are schools for crime. 
They breed recidivism. Larger accommodation for the inmates 
could be provided at a fraction of the cost of dealing with them 
when they have emerged from these cells, bitterer enemies of 
society and more hardened criminals than they ever were. 

It is comforting to learn from Mr. Bar-Lev that the govern- 
ment has approved a first step in the direction of providing such 
additional accommodation.

and sticks 


IF THERE ARE compelling 
reasons for the Soviet Union to seek 
greater detente with the West, what 
are the indications that a peace 
offensive for this purpose is taking 
shape? After all, the main character- 
istic of Soviet foreign policy and 
propaganda has for some time been 
its strident anti-U.S. tone. 

Aggressive U.S. imperialism has 
long been charged with causing 
almost all of the world’s ids -Central 
American injustice and strife, the 
Middle East conflict, black African 
exploitation and misery, interven- 
tion and counter-revolution in 
Afghanistan and Kampuchea.

Two aspects of U.S. polity have, 
however, hit home: llie first 


in- 


volves attempts to limit technology 
transfers and East-West economic 
relations; the second concerns 
rearmament, especially nuclear, and 
the development of a military poten- 
tial in space. 

The policy answer has been to 
characterize the U.S. - particularly 
the Reagan administration - as 
almost impossible to deal with, and 
to maintain a dual carrot-and-stick 
approach that is intended to divide 
the U.S. aides and to encourage 
them to put pressure on Washing- 
ton. 

Economic enticements and 
“peace" have been the main “car- 
rots,” and the threats of an acceler- 
ated aims build-up and the fear of a 
nuclear holocaust have been the 
main "sticks." 

In addition to these primary 
themes, the Soviet campaign has 
been carefully tailored to the 
favourite concerns of individual na- 
tions and groups in Europe and, 
particularly, the Third World. 

National, regional and even global 
policy interests, whether or not they 
coincide with Soviet interests, have 
been endorsed, but invariably with 
the caveat that their achievement 
must await - and is dependent upon 
- first stopping U.S. strategic plans 
for nuclear development and space- 
militarization and reducing U.S. im- 
perialism. 

All of this continues unabated, 
except that the Soviets have in- 
creasingly found ways to begin deal- 
ing mth the U.S. and there are 
definite, if not entirely unambi- 
guous, indicators of more attempts 
to do so in the future. 

LAST FALL, after a period of unre- 
mitting hostility towards the Reagan 
administration and an almost total 
dearth of significant official con- 
tacts. then-foreign minister Andrei 
Gromyko met with Reagan and the 
renewal of arms control negotiations 
was announced. It may well be vdty 
significant that this occurred when 
Soviet President Konstantin Cher- 
nenko was becoming increasingly ill 
and Mikhail Gorbachev’s power was 
probably already on the rise. 

Through June 1985, Moscow 
counterposed an intensive anti- 
American propaganda campaign 


and very hard-line anns-control 
positions with an increasing number 
of discussions designed to improve 
relations in other (mostly lesser) 
areas of potential mutual interest 
These increased as Gorbachev be- 
gan consolidating his position. 

Working-level exchanges of views 
took place on the Middle East (early 
in 1985), Africa (in May) and Afgha- 
nistan (in June). U.S. Secretary of 
Commerce Malcolm Baldridge vi- 
sited Moscow in May for the first , 
meeting of the U.S.-Soviet Joint 
Trade Commission since 1978, and 
shortly afterwards anew agricultural 
cooperation agreement was 
announced. Trilateral talks (with 
Japan) were held on air-traffic safety 
- apparently an outgrowth of the 
Korean airline incident: and two 
small, but useful “agreed under- 
standings” were reached at last 
spring’s session of the Salt-related 
Standing Consultative Commission. 

Then, in early July, as Gorbachev 
moved into high gear in putting his 
own people in place throughout the 
Soviet bureaucracy and hierarchy, 
the summit with. Reagan was 
announced. 

THERE WERE also other apparent 
trends and developments which 
could conceivably be related to a 
detente policy - although the cor- 
relation is much more speculative. 
One major contributing factor to the 
demise of detente was the U.S. 
perception that Soviet expansionism 
and adventurism in the Third World 
bad not only continued, but bad 
increased as Moscow took advan- 
tage of both detente and U.S. disillu- 
sionment over Vietnam. 

With the exception of Nicaragua, 
where actual Soviet action has 
generally been cautious and has re- 
lied heavily on surrogates, Soviet 
Third World policy (if not rhetoric) 
has been in a protracted period of 
notable conservatism. 

Moscow appears to be determined 
to maintain its existing levels of 
influence, but has shown little in- 
terest in taking on new initiatives. 
This could well be the natural corol- 
lary of a period of succession , econo- 
mic difficulties and other, more 
pressing, priorities. 

Moreover, in recent years, Soviet 
theoretical literature has increasing- 
ly questioned the cost-effectiveness 
of the high levels and forms of Mos- 
cow’s Third World involvement. On 
foe other hand, it would also be quite 
consistent with a -detente campaign 
pot to unnecessarily rock the boat. 

There has also been speculation - 
unconfirmed, but perhaps not un- 
founded - that the Soviets may have 
assisted in the release of the U.S. 
hostages following the TWA hijack- 
ing in Lebanon. 

In any event, Syrian President 
Hafez Assad was apparently called 


to Moscow and almost immediately 
afterwards Damascus played a critic- 
al role in terminating the crisis, fol- 
lowed by a reported partial with- 
drawal of Syrian troops from Leba- 
non. 

Even if these events are unrelated 
- and there are numerous other 
explanations for them - they, too, 
would be consistent with a detente 
campaign. 


PERHAPS THE MOST serious in- 
dication of a peace offensive took 
place in late June when an extremely 
major, authoritative, theoretical 
article appeared in the Soviet press. 

In clear terms, this article rejected 
war as a viable option in the nuclear 
era and called for a new policy of 
“civilized behaviour" between 
states. Moreover, it went beyond the 
traditionally one-sided Soviet de- 
nunciation of internal interference in 
other states by expressly expanding 
this formulation to include Ideolo- 
gical warfare against non-socialist 
nations as had been waged previous- 
ly. 

Although the formulation on the 
inadmissibility of war was expressed 
in terms of war between states, the 
absence of the usual formulae sup- 
porting national-liberation wars was 
also striking. These themes have 
continued to be stressed in subse- 
quent pronouncements. 

While this may be no more than 
the latest in a long series of one-sided 
propaganda ploys without real 
meaning in terms, of Soviet interna- 
tional goals and behaviour, its au- 
thorship aud prominence un- 
doubtedly mean that its formula- 
tions will characterize Soviet dec- 
larative policy in the near future and 
its timing fits a detente policy. 

More concretely, even if ambi- 
guously, there have been recent in- 
dications of a possible softening of 
Soviet strategic arms control posi- 
tions - ir fundamental requirement 
for any significant detente with the 
U.S. 

Since their resumption, the nego- 
tiations in Geneva have been going 
nowhere (as far as one can gather 
from 'media reports), due in large 
measure to Moscow's categorical de- 
mand that abandonment of the 
American '‘Star Wars” programme 
is an absolute precondition to any 
progress in other aspects of the nuc- 
lear balance and arms race. 

Moreover, even “Star Wars” re- 
search (permitted by existing 
treaties) must be stopped to satisfy 
the Soviets. 


GORBACHEV’S own statements 
have not appeared to soften. But> 
other reported developments sug- 
gest real prospects for some future 
progress. According to U.S. reports 
- but not confirmed by Moscow - 
during the just concluded round of 
talks, the Soviet «iegotiators mod-

Sir, - You recently published a 
front-page article by Walter Ruby 
based on an interview with long- 
term Moscow refusenik, Professor 
Alexander Lerner. 

AH of us who have signed this 
letter have come to Israel in recent 
months and were actively involved in 
tire Jewish movement and agree that 
Prof. Lemer’s point of view is not 
shared by the vast majority of Jewish 
activists in the USSR. 

Prof. Lerner proposes that the 
U.S. should waive the Jackson- 
Vanik amendment (which limits 
trade with the USSR as long as 
Jewish emigration is not permitted). 
We are un animo us in our opinion 
that such , an action by 'the American 
Congress would be disastrous for 
Soviet Jewry. The USSR does not 
have a good record for living up to its 
obligations under international 
agreements where there is no 
mechanism to ensure that they do so. 
Even the Helsinki Accords, which 
stirred so much hope in Jewish 
hearts in the USSR, proved to be a 
complete failure in everything con- 
nected with human rights. Though 
signed by the USSR, they never had 
the muscle to bind its signatories to 
fulfil their obligations. The Soviets 
got everything they wanted in the 
fields of trade, economy, science, 
etc., and gave literally nothing in the 
field of human rights. Jackson- 
Vanik is the only mechanism known 
to us which ensures that the USSR 
will not “forget" to release the Jews. 
Also important is that Jackson- 
Vanik is a unique American law 
which obliges the American admi- 
nistration to defend Soviet Jews. 

The idea of abolishing the 
Jackson-Vanik amendment in ex- 
change for a Soviet “promise” seems 
strange to us. Jackson-Vanik acti- 
vates its limitations only if the Soviet 
government does not permit the 
Jews to leave the USSR. Therefore, 
if the gate is reopened for Soviet 
Jews, Jackson-Vanik won’t be an 
obstacle for Soviet-American trade 
anymore. If the Soviets are really 
ready to let the Jews out, they should 
not be afraid of Jackson-Vanik. The 
interest of the Soviets in waiving tire 
amendment only proves that even at 
this sage, they don’t plan to fulfil 
Prof. Lemer’s hopes. 

Prof. Lerner assumes that the 
Soviet authorities are ready to bar- 
gain in exchange for Soviet Jews on 
the basis of some rumours which 
have never been substantiated by 
Soviet officials. This kind of rumour 
can easily be used by the Soviets to 
their advantage before the Reagan- 


amendment in the American Con- 
gress. This tactic should be well- 
known in the West. Remember the 
rumour about the liberalization, of 
the Soviet regime with Andropov’s 
rise to power, or the “news” about 
Sbcharansky’s release in the near 
future, or about Sakharov's being on 
his way to Vienna and the recent 
rumours' about hundreds of Jews 
being permitted to leave the USSR. 

The “signs of hope” which Prof. 
Lerner sees are usually followed by 
mass repression of all Jewish activi- 
ties in the USSR. Prof. Lerner him- 
self speaks about 400,000 Jews who 
have begun the emigration process 
and who cannot compete it. Fewer 
than 1,000 Jews were permitted to 
leave the USSR last year. We expea 
an even smaller figure this year. 

The article mentions a film version 
of "Teyye the Mflkman” broadcast 
by Soviet television, though admits 
that the drama has no specific Jewish 
references. But the article doesn’t 
mention the official vidous, anti- 
Semitic propaganda campaign level- 
led against Soviet Jews, nor recent 
arrests of Jews in Moscow, Lening- 
rad, Gorki and Dnepropetrovsk. 
Other disturbing - and forgotten - 
items indude news about the sate of 
health of Jews imprisoned because 
they want to live in Israel. 

Two headlines in the same issue of 
The Jerusalem Parr ' illustrate this 
contradiction: “Refuseniks see some 
signs of hope...” and “Post corres- 
pondent assaulted in Leningrad.” 
The correspondent reports that he 
was beaten up, called a “rind,” and 
that his bag with notes and films was 
stolen after a visit to refuseniks, Was 
this a sign of hope? 

Prof Lerner says “...If the Soviets 
foil to keep their promises, Jackson- 
Vanik can be reapplied.” It is ob- 
vious that once .removed, the 
amendment will never be reapplied, 
no matter what happens with Soviet 
Jews. The process of mutual con- 
tacts, once started, develops its own 
momentum, with all sorts of in- 
terests at play in American society. 
Prof. Lerner puts himself in a peti- 
tion where, at some future time, he 
will have to demand a highly un- 
popular and unrealistic economic 
boycott. 

All of us greatly respect Prof. 
Lerner, but wonder why The Jeru- 
salem Post correspondent visited 
only Prof. Lerner and those very few 
refuseniks who share his point of 
view. It can hardly be coincidental, 
since there are a lot of well-known 
Jewish activists who are strongly 
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turned to be sharp disagreements 
over “development” and which 
kinds of development amounted to 
“testing.” 

(In the accepted parlance, 
weapons systems go through four 
phases: research; development; test 
and evaluation; and deployment. 
Previous strategic arms agreements 
expressly delineate what is permit- 
ted or restricted in each phase.) 

U.S. press reports also indicated 
that the Soviets have recently signifi- 
cantly accelerated their strategic 
weapons programmes. These in- 
clude commencing deployment of 
their newest ICBMs (the SS-24 and 
SS-25) a year earlier than had been 
expected as recently as the beginning 
of the year, and accelerating produc- 
tion of Bear-H long range cruise 
missile bombers and the Delta IV 
and Typhoon nuclear missile sub- 
marines. 

-Although there are other explana- 
tions for this- ranging from response 
to U.S. programmes to incomplete 
American intelligence - it is fully 
consistent with past Soviet practice 
of insuring that its newest known 
nuclear weapons and technology are 
deployed and well in place prior to 
anticipated movement in strategic 
. arms negotiations. ■ 

It is also quite interesting, and 
probably significant, that Soviet offi- 
cial military spokesmen have for the 
first lime publicly admitted that the 
Soviet Union has both programmes 
in antisatellite weapons and strategic 
defence research involving similar 
technologies to those in the Amer- 
ican “Star Wars” programme. 

These admissions, coming in late 
June and early July, directly contra- 
dicted statements by Munster of De- 
fence Marshal Sokolov in May. 

Admitting to strategic defence 
programmes could merely be aimed 
at reinforcing Western critics of the 
U.S. progranunes who' argue that 
matching Soviet efforts will simply 
'speed up the aims race. But it could 
.also be an indicator of future willing- 
**] ness to modify demands for banning 
'military spare defends* programmes 
as a precondition to any other 
strategic arms agreements.

None of this is to say that th£’ 
people Gorbachev has promoted are 
closet democrats or “peaceniks.” 
Quite to the contrary, they all have 
reputations as tough-minded, effi- 
cient competitors. But many of them 
also are representative of a younger 
breed of technocrats eager to 
achieve success in the economy, and 
all of them are Gorbachev's men. ' - 

One reported appointment is 
somewhat more ambiguous in terms 
of detente policy. According to in- 
formation “leaked” to a U.S. Mos- 
cow correspondent, the very tough- 
minded and competent Marshal 
Ogarkov has been rescued from rela* 
five oblivion and disgrace, and is to 
replace his old rival. Marshal Kuli- 
kov, as commander of the Warsaw 
Pact. This position normally carries 
with it designation as a deputy de- 
fence minister and, although consi- 
dered one step removed from the 
central decision-making apparatus, 
would' again make Ogarkov one of 
the logical candidates to eventually 
replace obviously interim Defence 
Minister Marshal Sokolov. 

Although he, too, fell in line with 
the new, anti-nudear war doctrine 
being voiced, Ogarkov is mostly 
associated with the vigorous Soviet 
drive for military superiority and 
real nuclear fighting capability',

Thus, the pri- 
vate opinion of one decent and re- 
spected refusenik is portrayed as the 
general opinion of Jewish activists. 
They use the tragic situation of 
Soviet Jews which does not permit 
them to voice their opinions on this 
subject because immediate persecu- 
tion will hit those who openly sup- 
port Jackson-Vanik.

FINALLY, Gorbachev’s personnel 
changes at the Kremlin, for whatev- 
er eke they signify - and simple 
consolidation of personal power is 
undoubtedly the primary motivation 
- are also quite consistent with clear- 
ing the decks for a peace offensive 
and trying to restore detente. Not- 
able hardliners, such as Romanov 
and Marshal Yepishev, the chief 
political officer of the armed forces, 
have been pushed into retirement, 
and others seem to have gone ito 
relative eclipse. 

. By elevating Gromyko to the cere- 
monial presidency and replacing him 
with Sbavardnadze, Gorbachev has 
insured that direct foreign policy 
formulation will be in his own hands. 
A supreme leader needs his own 
association with a distinct foreign 
policy; but he also, inevitably, 
accrues to himself a large measure of 
its success or failure. 

In theory, either a relentless cold 
war or a detente with the U.S. would 
serve as a Gorbachev foreign policy 
trademark - but there are differ- 
ences which would matter. Success- 
ful restoration of detente would sup- 


TWO MILITARY policies Ogarkov 
has advocated perhaps had some 
bearing on Gorbachev's decision lo 
rehabilitate him. Firstly, he ivas a 
leading proponent of high technolo- 
gy in the military. There were indica- 
tions that at least part of the reason 
for his demotion from first deputy 
defence minister was that he ques- 
tioned whether the Soviet economy 
could support high-technology mod- 
ernization of the armed forces pre- 
cisely at a time when the Chernenko 
leadership was espousing business as 
usual. 

Secondly, he was associated with 
high force readiness and general- 
purpose force reorganization, and 
modifications in operational doc- 
trine designed for quick convention- 
al success on the battlefield. Nuclear 
escalation by Nato would be largely 
precluded under the changed dot^ 
trine, thus staving off theatre defeats 
The strategy would be consistent 
with a general rejection of the utility 
of nuclear war together with retain- 
ing the military option for continuing 
political struggle. 

At a minimum, his appointment 
should serve as an assurance to the 
armed forces that they will not be 
neglected by the leadership during a 
period of renewed detente ora peace 
campaign.
